TRAFFIC 


Turning to tratlic receipts, the 
Chairman stated that for the year 
1929 they were less by three lakhs 
than in 1928, Efforts had been 
made during the year to obtain au- 
thority to.run the Company's buses 
on less unremunerative rautes, but 
had not met with much success. 
‘The Chairman sounded a note of 
warning on the vexed question of 
tramy y. buses, as from an economic 

. standpoint, quoting several cases of 
traction companies who had chang- 


* ed over from trams to motor-buses 


‘with not, very satisfactory results. 
Hud ‘the 27,000,000 paasengers 
carried by the Hong Kong tramcars 
last year been enrried at the same 
fare by motor buses, he said, not 
only would the Company not have 
had seven lakhs profit, but - they 
would not have made enough profit 
to pay a dividend, : 
Turning to the acquisition of the 
Kai Tack Motor Bus Company, the 
Chairman stated that receipts so far 
had not been as satisfactory as Kad 
been antleipated. Some changes 
might be necessary a8 regarda the 
fares in Kowloon. 
Chairman's Speech 

The Chairman, in moving the 
adoption of the Report and Ac- 
counts, said:— y 

Gentlemen,—The Report of the 
Directors and the Statement of 
Accounts for the year 1928 are in 
your possession and I will, with 
your permission, take them as 
read. i 
In my speech a year ago I call- 
ed attention to the decline in the 
“traffic receipts during the last 
quarter of 1928 and after explain- 
Ing the causes I sald “should 
these adverse factors continue 


‘ shareholders will realise that the 


tramway receipts in respect of the 
present year will be less than dur- 
ing the year under review.” 

Jt is my unplasant duty to in- 
form you that those adverse fac- 
tors have continued with o result: 
that our traffic’ receipts for the 
year 1929 are less by nearly three 
lakhs thon for the year 1928. 

Efforts were made during the 
year to obtain the necessary au- 
thority to run: our buses on less: 
unremunerative. routes of the 
Colony, but I regret to say with- 
out meeting with much success. 
We have, howover, commenced ‘a

Blake Pier and Taikoo East Gate, 
via’ Queen’s Road East, ‘and 
Leighton Hill Road, and although

Long-Promised Road ‘ 
Every speech from this chair for 
the past seven years has contain. 
ed a reference to the long-promis- 
eded 100-foot road between Cause- 
way Bay and Quarry Bay, but very 
little. progress has been made dur- 
ing the year under review, and it 
has eventually become necessary 
te double considrable stretches of 
our old single track in addition 
to straightening out a snake-like 
length between Quarry Bay and 
Ming Yuen... 

Altogether, since I last address- 
ed you, we have doubled about a 
mile of the old single track on 
the Shaukiwan section, and have 
extended the track by about 380 
yards from the old Shauliwan ter- 
minus to Shaukiwan Village. The 
doubling referred to was render- 
ed absolutely necessary by the 
great increase in the number of 
passengers who—on every hot 
afternoon in the bathing season— 
degired to patronise the bathing 
beaches between North Point and 
Quarry Bay. * With a single track 
we were unable to cope satisfac- 
torily with’ this traffic. 

Buses v. Trams 


Before touching on the Accounts 
I feel it my duty as your Chair- 
mart to sound a note of warning 
on the vexed question of “Buses” 
versus “Trams” as from an econo- 
mic’ viewpoint, ? 

In some quarters the view has 
been expressed that oa sure 
panacea for our present diminu- 
tion of profits {a gradually to sub- 
stitute motor buses for tramcars. 


This, In your Board's opinion, is |- 


& fallacy pregnant with alarming 
possibilities, The public and 
others quite naturally may regard 
ofr views on this subject as bias- 
ed, and prejudiced by reason of 
the fact that the Company’s main 
source of rev sue is derived from 
electric traction, but when I tell 
you it ia estimated that had the 
27,000,000 passengers which our 
tramcars carried’ last year been 
carried (at the same fares by 


|motor buses instead of tramcars, 


not only should we not have had 
over seven lakhs profit but we 
should not have made sufficient 
profit to pay any dividend. I[ 
trust, , therefore, that you’ will 
agree with me that the matter 
merits a thorough and full. inves- 
tigation, and I make no excuse for 
the four rather lengthy references 
which follow:— :

In the House of Commons at 
question time Mr. A. A. Somerville 
asked whether Mr. Henderson were 
satisfied that the safety of British 
subjects was asaured at. all the 
treaty ports of China. 
Mr,-Henderson replied that he 
had received the text of the re- 
golution - passed at a meeting of 
British subjects at Tientsin, atating 
that the withdrawal of the British 
battalion from the town... was 
inopportune at .. the present time. 
Mr, Henderson stated that onc 
battalion was still stationed at’ 
Tientsin and would be kept there 
for the time being. The strength 
of the British military forces in 
China was in accordance with the 
recommendations, of the 
advisers,—Reuter.

Many others succeeded in scrambling 
to the wharf, suffering more or less 
injury. But the scene of indescribable 
confusion was in the large’ open cabins 
in the ‘tween decka. Here the people 
went mad to get to the narrow exits, 
which could only admit two or three at 
atime There were cries of “save- 
lives” among the passengers, who 
fought to get to the exita or jump 
through the windows. It is here where 
most of the casualties occurred. Ac- 
cording to our representative's Inquiry, 
only one man was known to have been 
killed—but there were many casualties 
-—tha exact number of which is not yet

KOWLOON CALAMITY 


THREE PEOPLE RESCUED BY 
“FIREMEN 


Another conflagration occurred in 
the early hours of this morning, 
when the whole of two floors of 196 
Shanghat Strect were - badly burnt. 
The adjoining flats, Noa, 194 and 
198, were also Involved. 

The fire, ke the Kennedy Town 
disaster last week, was respgnaible 
for the loss of two lives, a woman 
and a boy, who {is sald to be her 
son, namely :— 

Li Sam-ku (49); 

Wong Kui-lau (9). 

Their bodies were found in- 
cinerated after the outbreak. It is 
conjectured that the woman, being 
blind, could not possibly find a 
way of escape, and that her son had 
no option but to stay with her and 
share the same fate. . 

The fire broke out shortly after 
three o'clock in. the Ting Chol-kwai 
joss atick and candle‘shop. Fed by 
the joss paper the flamés took a 
great hold and spread rapidily, but 
within a short period all the 
inmates were aroused; by Mr. 
Li Cheung-hing, a member of the 
Police Reserve, who resides at 196, 
first floor, a i 

When Mr. Li attempted to run 
down the stairs. he was confronted 
by thick clouds of smoke" and 
tongues of ‘fire, that eventually 
destroyed the usual wooden 
staircase. Cut’ off by this, Mr, Li 
ran to the upper floor, and by going 
on the open verandah he. gained 
access to the next house. He ran 
down the stalrease of the two floors 
and gained the street, where 8 | 
larga crowd ‘had -already gathered, 
many blowing Police whistles. 

It wag not till 8.61 am. that the 
Kowloon Fire Station recefved the 
“Fire Call.” ‘Three engines, under 
Mr, G. Saundera, Station officer, and 
his assistant, Mr. Woollard, pro- 
ceededed to the scene, being joincd 
there by tivo engines from the 
Mongkok Fire Sub-statfon, ” 

By thia time the fire had taken a 
good grip of the whole building, but 
the firemen worked heroically in’ re- 
acuing by mean of the life line and 
ladder three inmates of the house. 
The tenants of No. 198 
first floor, numbering about 
80, managed to make . good 
their escape, but all ‘were 
naturally forced to leave thelr: be- 
longings to the mercy of the flames. 

f No. 198 was 

‘by fire and 
The whole shop, which was 
occupied by a dentist, was charred. 
A stationery ahop at No, 198 also 
suffered some damage, but thanka 
to the good work of the Fire 
Brigade, the flames were prevented 
from apreading to these premises. 
Had the latter caught fire the flames 
would undoubtedly have spread to 
a basket worker's shop, where the 
rattan, ware would certalnly have 
fed the flames and caused a4 con- 
flagration of a more serfous nature. 

The two people-who lost thelr lives 
are sald to have been suffocated by 
the onrush.of smoke, which caused 
them to collapse and die a terrible 
death. eta me 

Aftey an hour of hard. work 
fighting the’ flames, the firemen. re- 
turned to ‘thelr respective stations. 
: Up to nine o'clock, ‘this morning 
the Sanitary Department men were 
engaged In clearing up to debris.

That the Northern situation has 
again become critical and that war 
between the National Government 
and tho Shas! Clique together with

This news; if correct, 
means that.an understanding has 
been renched between Feng and Yen 
Hai-shan to force the issue with the 
Government, So long as Feng was 
normally kept a prisoner at Taiyuan, 
there was always the hope that Yen 
would not precipitate matters to the 
extent of risking a war with Nan- . 
king. Hence the release of Feng 
can only be interpreted as evidence 
that Yen has at last come out in his 
true colours and definitely broken 
off the link in the chain that has 
held’ the Shansi party with the 
National Government. Such is the 
general comment of the vernacular 
press, .

COLONY’S TRADE 
‘STATISTICS 


NEW SYSTEM TO BE 
ADOPTED 


A BOON TO MERCHANTS 

A China Mait representative 
who was invited’ to visit the new 
Statistica] Branch of the Imports 


land Exports Office, in Beaconafleld 


Arcade, yesterday, had explained 
to him ‘the new system of record: 
ing’ trade returna in the Colony. 

The object of the new system 
in to obtain a complete report of 
trade movements in the Colony, 
whether the goods arrive by road, 
rail, or air, It is rightly anti- 
cipated that the returna to be 
published monthly will be of con- 
siderable benafit to merchants, a8 
the statistics will ‘cover the whole 
extent of Hong Kong’s trade, and 
also that of Canton, the West 
River, and the Kwangtung coast 
line, which were not dealt with 
under the old “Permit” system. 

Benefits to Merchants 

As regards the old “Permit” 
system, it was necessary for a 
trader, whether exporter or im- 
porter, to make out a permit be- 
fore the goods could be moved. 
The trader had then to present the 
permit at the Statistical Office for 
stamping before making any fur- 
ther move in distributing or col- 
lecting his goods. 

Under the new system, Shieh 
may be called a “Post-event” or 
“Post Declaration” ayatem, a trad: 
er is not ealled upon to make any 
declaration ‘until he has received 
or despatched his goods. He can 


.Jalso make the declaration through 


the post or by chit delivery, thus 
saving a great deal of time. 
‘System Outlined 

Mr. Schofield, in outlining the 
new system to the China Mail re- 
presentative, said: 

The system of collecting trade statis- 
tics which is about to be tried differs a 
good deal from the Permit system em- 


“ployed up to 1026, ‘Then a merchant 


had to make out a permit, and send it 
to the Statistic Office before he could 
take delivery of goods or send them 
to a ship for export. The present 
system may be called a “post event” 
or “post declaration”: for importers 
and exporters will not be required to 
make any report or return till they 
have received or despatched their 
goods, 

With certain exceptions, every article 
imported into the Colony, whether on 
order or by a trader travelling with 
his goods, has in less than seven days 
to be reported to the Statistics Office 
by the importer on the import declara- 
tion form, provided by this office, The 
seven days aro to be counted from the 
day the importer takes delivery — not 
from the arrival of the ship, 


In the same way, within seven days’ 


after any article is exported the ex- 
porter must fill up an export declara- 
tion form showjng what he has done. 
These forms can be obtained, at the 
Statistics Office, and when filled up, 
may, if desired, be sent to the office by 
post, 
Easy Forms | 

The import and export forms are 
very much alike and extremely simple. 
The following points,, however, should 
be ‘noted in filling them up: 
_(a).-—-Manner of arrival: this space 
ia provided for stating whether the 
goods described in the declaration ar- 
rived by rail, road or air. When ship’s 
name, is given the space can be Isft 
blank, os it is then presumed that tho 
goods came by sca, 

(b).—In the “doscription” 
the names of the articles declared 
should agree as far as possible with 
the elasaification Iist which will shortly 
be published. It Is the list formerly 
used but revised and brought up to 
date. 

{c) «~The values should be given ar 
follows: for imports the official T.T 
selling rato of the C.I.P. value on the 
date’ of declaration for exports F.0,B. 
value’ at Bank's: buying rate of ths 
day. 

(d).—In the import torm - tho 
“country of origin” column should, if 
the gopda are manufactured, show the 
Company’ from which thoy ‘came In 
their present condition, not‘the country 
where manufactured started. Thua 
French pig-iron may bo sent to: Gor- 
many and into hardware, and from 
there shipped to London to. be sent 
here: the goods there should be listed 
as Germen., If, however, the importer 
only knows “that the. goods only. came 
from London, and is nnaware of theiz 
previous history, he should give Great 
Britain as. the. sountry of aaa

Shipping Document 


One further obligation. Every one 
who sends a bill of lading or thelr docu- 
ment to 4 shipping company ‘for 
counter-signature or, in tho case of an 
exporter, delivers and makes a receipt 

on similar document to them, must first 

write or stamp the name and address 
of himself or his firm plainly upon the 
document, so.that the shipping com- 
pany may know exactly who the im 
porters and exporters dealing with 
them are. 

This regulation ia intended to enable 
the shipping cémpany to ‘aend to:thlia 
office full lists of importers and export- 
ers as required by that part of the re- 
guiation which’ deals with shipping 
companies, Tt can readily be seen that 
in working a system of this kind, the 
only way we have of secing that all [m- 
porters and exporters make their re- 
turng-in time is by comparing their de- 
claration with: the manifests sent in by 
the Shipping Companies, getting tho 
names and addresses of all who have 
not made declarntions ond reminding 
them. ' 

Ship Owners’ Duties 


The other regulations define the 
duties of ship owners, masters and 
compradorcs with regard to delivering 
manifests to this office, and reporting 
consignees or consignors’ names and 
addresses. One. provision framed to 
meet losal conditions deserves some at- 
tention. The owners of certain ships 
are accustomed to charter them for 
very short periods, first to one firm and 
then to another, and unless the Statis- 
tics Office is able to keep track of theso 
charterings it becomes impossible to find 
any one able or willing to send in s 
manifest, if for any renson, the char- 
terer neglects to do it. Hence all trans- 
fers of the control of ships are in future 
to be reported to the Statistics Office 
with the name and ‘address of the 
transferee, and in the case of a char- 
ter, the duration, and nature of the 
charter, 

The goods exempted from the res 
gulations include all “through” 
cargo remaining on the ship importing 
it, ship’s stores, personal luggage, 
articles sent through the Post Offica 
and travellers’ ‘samples, Figures of 
trans-shipment ‘cargo will be kept, as 
far ax possible. 

Monthly Returns 

There will be a monthly publication 
of ‘returns and an annual Statistical 
Report which will give details as fully 
as possible. ‘Namo of shippers, cargo 
marks, manifests and all details not 
publish in returns: wil be confiden- 
tial 

It fs hoped , to seks “the collected 
statistics cover the whole extent ‘of 
Hong Kong's trade, including that of 
Canton, the West River and the 
Kwangtung ‘coast line, which was not 
dealt with under the old system. 

In_ conclusion Mr. Schofield em. 
phasised that the system has been de- 
vised so as to cause the least possiblo 
trouble and interference with trade, 
that its success depends mainly on 
hearty public co-operation, and that if 
this ‘co-operation is lacking it may be- 
come necessary te consider the re- 
establishment of the former Permit 
system with its various inconveniences. 
Tt is the duty of the Cofony to make 
this contribution to the world’s com- 
mon stock of knowledge of its trade, 
since without it that body of knowledge 
must always remain incomplete, 


SILK MARKET 


Abnormal Stocks on 
Hand ;

Angels Who Walked 


Across the Sky 


THE VISION EXPLAINED 


For’ the first time since the story of the Angels of Mons was 
firat told, a satisfactory theory has now been put forward in explana- 
tion of the most amazing happening of the Great War. Two scient- 
ists who have thoroughly investigated the whole matter state that 
they are convinced that British soldiers driven back from Mons on 
Auguat 24, 1914, actually saw angels marching across the ‘sky, but

“We All Saw It” 

Among the evidence'given, before 
imagination and the exaggeration 
of the twice-told tale had embroi- 
dered the story, was that of Miss 
Phillis Campbell, on Australian 
nurse, who talked soon after the 
event with wounded soldiers who 
declared that they saw the angels 
of Mons. Miss Campbell, writing 
not long-after her experience, des- 
eribed how she tended the wounded 
troops and how they told her of 
thoir vision. 

One night a badly wdunded 
Tommy sent for her. She went to 
him, and his first words were, 
“Miss, please give me a picture of 
St. George. I want a picture or a 
medal because I have seen St. 
George on a white horse.” ' 

An R.A. man lying near by 
corroborated this, ‘It's true, sis- 
ter,” he said, ‘“we.all saw it.” Miss 
Campbell then questioned many 
other meh, and they all told the 
same. story. At a most critical 
moment of the battle St. George and 
a host_of angels had appeared and 
had aaved them all from utter an- 
nihilation. 

Miss Campbell's story in her own 
words, is as follows:— : 

“They had scen St. George 

come out .of ‘ a . funny-look- 
ing cloud of | light. He 
was. a tall man with yellow 
hair, in’ golden’ armour, 
and' was riding ‘a White horse. 
He was holding a sword above 
his head. Then came the order 
to advance and the German 
hordes were in full flight. But 
why they fled none could say, for 
the British were hopelessly out- 
numbered.” 

Later Miss Campbell talked with 
the six other women who had been 
at the same post. Similar stories 
had: been told to all cf them, and 
the accumulated evidence was from 
the ips of scores of wounded. Some 
of. the soldiers said that the 
angels were mediaeval bowmen who 
stood between the outnumbered 
British _ troops and the oncoming

An Explanation 

The whole matter of'the angels 
of Mons has been .probed and 
thrashed out by societies interested 
in occult manifestatlous and pheno- 
mena. Until the present moment, 
however, no sat{sfactory explana. 
tion of the strange story has been 
forthcoming. But Dr. G, B. Cutten, 
president of Colgate University, 
U.S.A. and Dr, F, C, 8. Schiller, 
of Oxford, by thelr investigations, 
have succeeded in throwing light on 
the mysterfous happening, and their 
explanation, it seema certain, will 
be the accepted one. 

Dr. Cutten wito is a life-long stu- 
dent of obscure phenomena of the

Advice Tendered by 
H.B.M. Consul 


INCIDENT EXPLAINED 


’ 


Tientsin, Feb. 10. 


A spirit of friendship and equity f 


in the relations between British and 
Chinese in this country was the out- 
standing element in an interview 
given by Mr. Lancelot Giles, new 
Britigh Consul-General in Tientsin, 
to a representative of the Star yes- 
terday afternoon. Mr. Giles arrived 
here Saturday _ by steamer . from 
Shanghai, accompanied by his wifo 
and daughter, and is taking up’ his 
‘duties at the Consulate to-day. 

Mr. Giles has been British Con- 
sul-General in Hankow until his 
present tranfer here, and gave a 
very interesting picture of present 
conditions there. Discussing the re- 
cent detention of a British officer by 
Chinese officials there, and his re- 
lease upon the Consul’s assurance 
that the man would appear when re- 
quired, Mr. Giles aald that Mayor 
Liu Wen-tao of Hankow with whom 
he took up the matter, showed in 
this matter as in others a most 
friendly and conciliatory attitude, 
and there was no difficulty in reach- 
Ing an understanding. ‘ 


Why Not' Go To Police Station? 


In general, Mr. Giles did not see 
any reason why persons should not 
‘yo to the police station in cnse of 
difficulty, regardless of nationality, 
Best of all, of course, was to keep 
out of trouble, and try’ to avoid ‘un- 
pleasant incidents. But accidents 
might happen at times, in spite of 
precautions and care, and if such 
things took place in Chinese terrl- 
tory it was natural that the foreign- 
ers involved should be asked to go 
to the police station. Few police 
mem understand English, and moat 
foreigners do not speak Chinese 
fluently, so that it is best to visit 
the station and avoid misunder- 
standing. ; 

“Most advisable, of course, was to 
exercise proper care, whether in 
driving or in one’s general conduct, 
to avold difficulties. But if some 
trouble arose in spite of this, there 
was no reason why one should not 
be willing to go to the police station 
and do one’s best to straighten out 
or explain matters. © 


Hankow Is Quiet 


Hankow is a very quict city, Mr. 
Giles said, The wara in Central 
China from time to time in the last 
couple of years have never entered 
into the city itself, and the only 
effect there is simply the movement 
of soldiers in.and out. The currency 
difficulty, so acute two yeard ago, 
has been stralghtened out, and the 
only abnormal feature affecting -the 
community is the intermittent tying 
up of the railways due to fighting 
along the line somewhere, or to 
troop movements. ' 

Air Line Helps 

On the other hand, however, 
there ia the great advantage of the 
new alr line between Hankow and 
Shanghai, with a regular daily ser- 
vice, making this long jump between 
morning and evening. Many passen- 
gers are using this: ne for quick 
jumps for business or personal rea- 
eons, and the. alr mail is very 
effictent and very quick. Letters 
mailed from Shanghai in the morn: 
ing reach Hankow in the afternoon 
before. offices are closed, and Han- 
kow aubscribers to Shanghai news- 
papers may read these’ papers the 
same evening. For letters: the 
extra postags for air mail-is fifteen 
cents—far cheaper and more reliable 
than telegraph. : . , 

The Ex-British Concession. 

The first difficulties connected 
with the taking over of the British 
Concession in Hankow have long 
bean ended, the Consul-General sald.

He wag born 
in Amoy fifty-two years ago, and has 
been in China most of his life, 
though of course returning home for 
schooling.

SCHOOL STRIKE 


Principal Painted with 
Black Ink 


PARADE BY STUDENTS | 
Kaifeng, Feb. 25, 

An antl-Principal strike arose in 
Wan Nan Middle School, Nanyang, 
at the middle of January. Mr. Wang 
Yen, the principal, was bound with 
two hands, coloured with black ink 
on the face and dragged in a parade 
along the strects by the Student 
Union. 

According to the statement of the 
students Mr. Wang squeezed the’ 
school funds, neglected his personal 
duty, and recruited bandits with a - 
view to obtaining a military posi- 
tlon. They shouted their slogans a3 
they walked along the streets, 
“Down with Wang Yen,’ and 
"“Expel Wang Yen." Their posters 
and handbills appeared everywhere 
in the Nanyang city. On January 
19 Mr, Wang led a group of un- 
known rascals with big: sticks and 
long swords, suddenly entering the 
school, shutting the school gate, and 
beating the students. Many of the 
students were injured, ° 

Hearing of this incident, the local - 
policemen and the soldiers scram- 
bled over the walls to save the 
students, According to the inveati- 
gation made later, 18 students were 
seriously wounded, and two teachers 
and 4 rascals were arrdsted. Mr. 
Wang hid himself in the city and 
tried to escape, but waa arrested by 
the students and sent to jail’ on the 
same day. At present Mr. Wu Chi 
is appointed by the Honan Provin- 
cial Educational Ministry os the 
acting Principal.—P. &‘T, Times.

M. Tardieu saw the Prime Minis- 
ter and later jhe called on the 
head of the American delegation, 
Mr. H. L. Stimson, Mr. Stimson 
had a meeting with Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald and lIater- entertained 
two other American delegates, 
Mr. Hugh Gibson and Mr. Dwight 
Morrow at luncheon. This after- 
noon Mr. MacDonald received the 
chief Italian delegate, Signor 
Grandi, at the House of Commons 
and to-night Mr. MacDonald is 
dining with members of the 
French delegation at the French 
Embassy. Regarding the sugges- 
tion that the political issues rais- 
ed should be transferred to 
Geneva, it is stated no such: pro- 
posal has been mooted officially. 

Introducing the Navy Estimates 
in the House of Commons, Mr. 
A. V. Alexander, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, said that they amount-, 
ed to £51,739,000, a3 against 
£51,865,000 for last year, showing 
a reduction of £4,126,000. The es- 
timates were within £190,000 of 
the figures submitted for 1914, 
which were the last pre-War es- 
timates but, in order to get a true 
comparison with 1914, allowance 
must be made for the higher costs 
and prices of to-day. Calculated 
on pre-War rates the provisions 
covered by the present ostimates 
would not have cost more than 
£31,000,000, or a reduction of 91 
per cent, Provision this year, 
however, covered a much larger 
proportion of non-effective charges 
than in 1914. To-day non-effec- 
tive charges amounted to £8,500,- 
000, as compared with £3,000,000 
in 1914 so, if one compared actual 
effective services of the Navy, at 
present the net estimates were 
£48,000,000, compared with £48,500,- 
000 in 1914, 

Reducing the present estimates 
to pre-War values, there was re- 
duction of no less than 46 per 
cent, “I beg the House to remem- 
ber,” said Mr. Alexander, ‘that 
no‘ other naval power in fhe world 
has voluntarily mada a reduction 
compared with before the War.” 

Shipbuilding 

With. regard to the reduction in 
shipbuilding Mr. Aelxander said, 
“It ig with great satisfaction that 
the Government have found on the 
genera]-trend of world affairs and 
the general outlook for peace a 
justification -for proceeding still 
further along the road already to 
some extent marked out by: the 
last Government of slowing down 
the rates of our naval construc- 
tion, and giving proof of our. sin- 
cerity in the cause of all round 
reductions in armamenta. The

LINER ON FIRE: 


Reported Sunk at New 
York Pier 


a e a 

The’ North German Lloyd 
steamer Munchen had an out- 
break of fire while | lying 
at her pier in New York. 
A later roport stated that an ex- 
Plosion had occurred amongst the 
nitrate of potash cargo, and that 
the vessel had sunk. Lloyd's 
Agent at New York, however, tele- 
graphing at 4.25 p.m., stated that 
reliable information of the position 
was not, yet available, ‘but that the 
owner's local office report that, the 
veasel was afloat, but the fire still 
burning. 

A Reuter New ,York message 
states there were four explosions, 
which were so violent that thoy re- 
duced the aft deck to splinters ‘and 
ripped open the ship’s plates, while 
three firemen, who were hurled by 
the force of the blasts Into the river, 
are still missing. Seven persons, 
including the captain and two mem- 
bers of the crew were injured. 

The vessel, with the superstruc- 
ture still blazing, is stated to be on 
the mud at the bottom of the river, 
directly -over the Hudson tunnel, 
through which tube trains pass from 
New York to New Jersey, and all 
traffic through the tunnel has had 
to be suspended. 

The Munchen, which has a gross 
tonnage of 18,488, made her malden 
voyage to New York in July, 1923, 
having been launched at Stettin in 
the Spring of the same year. She 
was the first German ship since the 
war to enter New York harbour. 
She left Bremerhaven on January 
80. 


‘ LONDON PORT RECORD 


The traffic of the Port of London 


last year was greater ‘than in any’ 


previous year. The total was 
57,540,136 net registered tons, com- 
pared with 65,449,152 tons in 1928, 
an increase of 2,090,984 tons, re- 
presenting 9.6 per cent. of the total 
increase for the year for the whole 
of the ports of the United Kingdom 
—21,757,590 tons.. <A Jarge pro- 
portion of London's increased ton-

Dominions and Colonies. 

During the week -ended January

Devastating bowler, reliable bats~ 
man, professional—these are some- 
times ‘inclined to think that they 
tarry a team on thelr shoulders. 
And they may'be pardoned for so 
doing, for, In general, there are’ al- 
sways one or two pavilion critics who 
are, ready to assure them that such 
1’ 

But the truth is that the man who 

as on individual has the greatest 
power to make or mar a team is the 
captain, 
’ The influence of a good skipper ia 
a power that can scarcely be gauged. 
On the other hand a team with a 
reckless: captain carries a burden 
that only exceptional qualities in the 
team itself can overcome. | 

There is no-blame attached, how-- 
ewok to a man who faila as a cap- 
tain\\for his failure fg a failure of 


‘| personality, and you cannot blame 


a man for being what he is in his 
inherent character, though you may 
censure him for not belng true to 
himeelf. ; 
Character First . 

But that, Is beside the point. 
What is relative is the fact that a 
successful captaincy depends more 
on qualities of character than on 
actual skill at the wicket or in the 
field. A certain: veteran play-r, 
whose judgment I rely on, once sald 
of a,player that he was the best 
akipper he ever knew his club to 
have. Yet he was not a bowler, 
was at best only a mediocre fielder, 
and his highest score for his team 
cannot have exceeded twenty-five 
runs. Yet the veteran was right. 
This man had authority, common- 
sense and imagination. : 

In dealing with his own team his 
authority bound the eleven together. 
They took the field as a solid unit 
and not as eleven Individuals. They 
observed what the oft-quoted Mra. 
Battle called “the rigour of the 
game.” They were punctual in ar- 
rival, smart in the field, and when 
the voice of discontent raised itself 
it was promptly and smoothly dealt 
with. .

How to Alter: Your 


The popularity of resistance- 
capnreity coupling is gradually 
superseding that of transformer 
voupling, and, for the benefit of 
those who wigh to alter their sets, 
the following should be of interest, 

To make the change-over: the 


‘| firat thing to do is to undo the two 


wires which go to the primary side 
of the low-frequency,. transformer, 
taking care to mark them to show 
exactly to which part of the trans- 
former it was connected. Tho 
sume procedure should be followed 
with the secondary, wires. "The 
unit can then be removed and the 
R.C. unit screwed in its place. The 
latter will be found to have one 
terminal marked H.T. positive, and 
this should bo connected to the 
wire which previously went ‘to one 
of the primary terminals. It is 
also likely that it’ls connected to 
the othor L.F, transformer primary 
terniinal as well, but this does not 
tnatter so long as you are-aure that 
it goes to the H.T.- positive 
terminal.

GRID. BIAS | 


Failure to Get Good 
Reproduction 


It often happens that the grid 
bins battery, being small and so 
seldom adjusted, comes in for a 
great deal of neglect, and so gives 
rise to faults for which other com- 


‘| ponents are very often blamed. As 


a matter of fact, grid bias fs al- 
ways important, and a great many 
failures to get good reproduction 
arise from carelessness with the 
grid bias battery and its leads. 
One common fault is to expect 
this particular battery to last for 
ever. As a matter of’fact, a grid 
bias battery is doing well if it 
lasts six months, and any battery. 
which has lasted Jonger thar thia 
should be suspected gatil.. testa 
with a voltmeter prove it to be 
O.K.' Another fault, which, is per- 
fettly obvious to old hands at the 
game, is bad contact at the plug 
and socket. Unless the grid bias 
plugs fit cleanly into their sockets, 
trouble is sure to develop, and this 
is particularly true if the leads to 
the plugs have been carelessly pre- 
pared and left.with long whiskers 
of flex sticking out. All sorts of 
crackling noises originate in ‘this 
way, and there is absolutely no 
need to have ill-fitting plugs when 
a few minutes’ work with a file will 
make o perfectly satisfactoyy job 
of it. If the leads tend to wobble 
or to pull unduly upon the plugs, 
the old trick of slipping an elastic 
band around -the battery andthe 
leads to hold these in glace-Arnily, 
should be tried. ata

Some Causes of the 
Disturbance 


Crystal receivers seldom give 
trouble from an interference point 
of view,: Nevertheless, some 
eryatal enthusiasts do suffer now 
and again from a most’ annoying 
hum in the ‘phones of thelr instru- 
ments. . 

Such a type of disturbance ia, of 
course, generally due to’ the 
proximity of a generating station, 
or to some portion of the electric 
lighting circuit of t 1e house which 
may ‘happen to be running closely 
parallel to a part of. the aerial cir- 
cuit of the set. Also, the trouble 
may be due to some peculiarity of 
the electric mains running outside 
the house, and perhaps in the 
neighbourhood of the earth plate 
of the recelver. 

Naturally, the best method of 
eradicating such a trouble is to 
ferret out its cause in a Jogical 
manner, and, having found it, to 
remove it. In many cases, how- 
ever, this Hine of procedure is, un« 
fortunately, not practicable. How- 
ever, quite an efficient little 
method of dealing with the crystal 
set hum trouble consists {n placing 
a moistened finger tip on the earth 
terminal of the set. In the large 
majority of instances, this will re- 
gult in the disappearance of the an- 
noying hum, the latter disturbance, 
of course, instantly returning after 

ie finger-tf}} has been removed 
from the terminal. In such cases, 
however, the elimination of the 
hum may be made more or less 
permanent by attaching a five or 
six feet length of bare wire to the 
earth terminal of the set, and by 
allowing it to hang loosely on the 
floor. Alternatively, the free end 
of the latter wire may be connect- 
ed to a metal plate laid upon the 
floor, or again, the wire may be at- 
tached to some extensive metal ob- 
ject in the room, such, as for exam- 
ple, a kitchen range or fender. 

This extra loose earth, con+ 
nection, acting as it does, owing to 
the setting up of a menns of capa- 
city leakage, has the effect of al- 
lowing the oscillations responsible 
forthe troublesoms hum to leak 
away to earth. . 


TO CURE BUZZING CHOKES 


Iron eored components, such a8 
low-frequency inter-valve  trans- 
formers, or’ choking coils,. are 
Hable to ‘buzz unless the {ron ‘or 
steel luminations fit accurately to- 
gether and are well bolted into 
position. It fs not unusual to come 
across an output choke, for oxam~ 
ple, which is 80 constructed that 
it de actually poasible to hear the 
broadcast by placing the ear with- 
in a foot or so of it. Obviously 
such a component must introduce 
distortion, and it is, therefore, de- 
sirable to guard against looseness 
or poorly fifting parts by tighten- 


ing all fixing bolts and, when| 


necessary, jamming together loose 
laminations with pieces of card- 


‘board or wood. 


It ia sometimes rather difficult to 
locate the particular laminatlon 
which is vibrating. A-cure may, 
however, sometimes be effected by 
varnishing the core sheets in’ order 
that they’ shall tend to stick to- 
gether, but-on occasion it is found 
that an odd piece has been built 
Into the core and {s the cause of 
the trouble. This piece must be 
removed.
